Remarks 

The above Amendments and these Remarks are in reply to the Office Actions mailed September 22, 
2005. Claims 1-25 were pending in the Application prior to the outstanding Office Action. In the Office 
Action, the Examiner allowed claims 24 and 25 and rejected claims 1 -23 . The present Response amends claims 
24 and 25, and cancels claims 1-23 leaving for the Examiner's present consideration claims 24 and 25 
L REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C- §1 12(B) 

Claims 4-14, 22, 23 and 25 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 4-14, 22, 23 and 25 under 35 US.C. 1 12 as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Applicant requests cancellation of claims 4-14, 22, and 23. Applicant respectfully traverses the 
rejection of claim 25. 

The Examiner writes that "in claims 10, 23 and 25, it is unclear if applicant is claiming the sleeve 
alone or the combination of the sleeve and compact disc or DVD." See OA, page 2. AppUcant submits that 
the claim as amended clarifies that the scope of the claim is not intended to include the combination of the 
sleeve and compact disc or DVD. It is submitted that the amendment is submitted merely for the purpose of 
clarification and does not affect the scope of the claim as originally filed. 

II. REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. §1 02(B) OVER DURHAM (U.S. PAT. NO. 3,376,872) 
Claims i, 2, iJ, 16, 17, 19 and 20 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1,2, 15, 16, 17 19and20under35U.S.C.§102(b) 
as being anticipated by Durham, In the interests of further prosecution, Applicant requests cancellation of 
claims 1, 2, 15, 16, 17, 19 and 20. 

III. REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. §102(B) OVER PETER (U.S. PAT. NO. 2,771,076) 
Claim 22 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claim 22 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Peter, In the interests of further prosecution, AppHcant requests cancellation of claim 22. 

IV. REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. §103(A) OVERDURHAM 
Claim 4-14 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claim 22 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Durham. In the interests of fiirther prosecution, Applicant requests cancellation of claims 4-14. 
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V. Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. §103(A) over Peter 
Claim 23 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claim 23 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Peter. In the interests of further prosecution, Applicant requests cancellation of claim 23. 

VL ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 
Claims 24 and 25 

Applicant appreciates the indication that claims 24 and 25 are allowed. However, Applicant has 
further amended claim 24 to include the word "so", thereby reducing a risk of confusion in interpreting the 
claim. It is respectfully submitted that the amendment does not affect the patentability of claim 24, and further 
is not intended to narrow the scope of claim 24. 

Further, claim 25 has been amended as noted above in Section I of these Remarks. It is respectfully 
submitted that the amendment does not affect the patentabihty of claim 25, and further is not intended to 
narrow the scope of claim 25. 

VII. CONCLUSION 

In Hght of the above, it is respectfully submitted that all of the claims now pending in the subject 
patent application should be allowable, and a Notice of Allowance is requested. The Examiner is respectfully 
requested to telephone the undersigned if he can assist in any way in expediting issuance of a patent.
